FRANKFURT, Nov. 14-A fleet 
of 50 American planes—hampered 
by heavy fog and snow—searched 
mountainous Central France today 
for a missing U. S, Air Force plane 
which disappeared yesterday with 
34 aboard. 
The twin engine Army trans­ 
port was carrying four c r e w 
members, 29 I’. S. military air­ 
men and an Army soldier on a 
routine flight to Bordeaux on the 
French coast. 
U. S. Air Force headquarters 
said an advance search base was 
set up at Lyon. The discouraging 
weather forecast was “ bad and get­ 
ting worse." 
One group of planes, including a 
h e l i c o p t e r , concentrated on a 
search of the Mont Dore area, near 
Clermont Ferrand, west of Lyon. 
The Air Force said that the res­ 
cue planes—aided by four airborne 
medical units and foot parties—be­ 
gan searching the 330 mile area be­ 
tween Dijon and Bordeaux before 
dawn. 
• • • 
ALL MILITARY and commercial 
planes traversing the region were 
asked to keep a lookout for the 
wreckage of the C-82. 
Although the C-82 type plane is 
often used as a hospital plane for 
evacuation purposes, an Air Force 
spokesman denied a report that the 
plane was evacuating hospital pa­ 
tients from Germany. He said a 
hospital flight left Germany yester­ 
day,, but arrived safely and return­ 
ed to its base. 
According to Air Force officials, 
the missing plane last radioed its 
position from a point over Dijon in 
Eastern France. But later reports 
said the plane had checked in by 
radio over Corbigny, 270 m i l e s 
northwest of Bordeaux and 125 
miles south east of Paris.

THOSE who “have been accustomed lo 
referring to I lie fighting in Korea as a local 
po lice action ain now forced to admit, pci- 
haps with a bit of em barrassm ent, that it 
has developed int" a full-blown war. U.S. 
forces arc in conflict with virtually the en­ 
tire resources of Red China, which has sub­ 
stantial aid from Russia. 
The Reds have unlimited manpower, plus 
tanks, artillery and all the necessary m u­ 
nitio ns of war, which is 
proof that 
the 
Reds, at least, do not regard the fighting 
as a local engagement. 
While e ta Befire 
negotiations 
continue 
with little prospect of definite results, the 
fig hting in recent day s has resulted in re­ 
v erses for I. S. forces, and the Reds aie 
sho wing renewed strength and determ ina­ 
tion. 
There has been so m e doubt about the ac­ 
curacy of reports o f tremendous Red losses 
in the past, which have given the total as 
1,500,000 or more. The enemy is showing 
no indicatio n of a desire to r peace and the 
w ar will undoubtedly continue through the 
Winter. 
Whatever political or diplomatic reasons 
m a y have prompted calling it a police ac­ 
tion are not now realistic. The Korean war 
has been under 
way for 18 months, with 
U.S. losses approximately 
100.000, South 
Ko rean losses more than twice that, and 
other nations on our side reporting approx­ 
imately 5,000 casualties. 
In less than a y ear and a half the war in 
Korea has become the fourth largest war 
in the history of the United States, 
and 
there is no end in sight. 


WILL VOTERS R E M EM B E R ? 
DURING the speculation over the out­ 
co me of next y e ar’s presidential election, 
and the identities of the probable candi­ 
dates, leadeis in both parties must occas­ 
io nally think—gloomily or gleefully —of the 
effect on thi fortunes of all the candidates 
o f the scores of scandals and accusations 
which have m arked recent months. 
The real question is the possible effect 
o f these disclosures on the voters. 
Will 
they rem em ber what they read and hear 
a y ear before voting,time? If political his­ 
to ry can be depended upon for the answer 
it is extremely doubtful if recent disclos­ 
ures will have a major impact upon next 
y ear’s election results. 
“Turn the rascals out’’ has never been 
a potent battle cry . Party affiliation is a 
strong tie, while the so-called independents 
w ill look as usual to see which side of the 
b read is buttered the most cenerouslv.

The Romans had a high 
civil 
official 
called a censor whose business it was lo 
tell the truth. Marcus Cato, 
a plain and 
rug g ed man, aspired to the pus!, but the 
a r is to c r a ts and the rich and those who pre­ 
ferred a smooth life were opposed to his 
c a n d id a c y , 
Ti o\ brought forth a number of very 
fu » c a n d id a te s , soft spoken and gentle, 
Wha 
uncle promises t<> the people to give 
them an indulgent and easy government. 
t to would have no competition 
w i t h 
them. Re delivered tough speeches and ad­ 
vised the people to choose not the gentlest 
hut the roughest of phy sicians. He painted 
no glowing picture of himself nor lied about 
his intentions. Of this, Plutarch say s: 
“ He (Cato) added, too, that he saw all 
the rest endeavouring after the o ffice with 
ill intent, because they were a f r a i d o f 
those who would exercise it justly , as they 
Ought. And so truly great a n d so wo rthy o f 
great men to be its leaders was, i^ wo uld 
seem, the Roman people, that they did no t 
fear the severity and grim countenance o f 
Cato, but rejecting those smooth pro mis­ 
ers who were ready to do all things to in­ 
gratiate themselves, they took him .” 
It is interesting to note I hi * t all the sam e 
arguments against candidates were used in 
ancient times that are used against them 
today . For instance, they say that Senator 
Taft lacks beauty of appearance. That he 
does. He would nev er win a beauty con­ 
test at Atlantic City . nor does he have the 
charm of m anner or the gracefulness of 
personality of a Franklin D. Roosevelt or 
a General Eisenhower. He is a homespun 
sort of personality who talks like a vigor­ 
ous Yankee—and thinks with all the intel­ 
lectual toughness of one. 
He m akes no attempt to paint roseate 
pictures of the world, his country , or even 
of himself. Like Cato, he gathers the facts 
and presents them and if they are unpalat­ 
able, it might make him 
unpopular for 
say ing what is undesirable. Yet, if that is 
the way it needs to be said, he say s it so, 
and it might have saved us our 100,000 in 
Korea had we listened. 
Perhaps had Taft tailored himself f o r 
popularity , he might have been President 
by now and the country would have boen 
saved many an ordeal, but then he would 
not have been Bob Taft, but a figurine that 
some trifler painted to fit a mood. 
Too many of our po liticians substitute 
glamour for integrity , 
m annerism s 
for 
graciousness, the quip and gag for knowl­ 
edge and wisdom, and thus we get 
foul 
government in which corruption vies with 
chicanery . Think of what a low estate we 
have sunk to if any 
public person can 
make such a speech as Captain \ icto r 
Hunt Harding! executive director of t h e 
Democratic National Congressional Com­ 
mittee, permitted himself to say to a meet­ 
ing: 
“ A 
great many government workers 
may feel that they have been blanketed in 
under civil service. But, if the Republicans 
get control in the future, they ’ll find the 
blanket y anked out, and they ’ll shiver.” 
Then he continued: 
(It is) “unfortunate that many who came 
here as a result of the Democratic Party 
have sn completely forgotten this and now 
feel they secured their positions because 
of their own ability and intelligence.’’ 
There it is, the degeneracy of a nation. 
Not ability and intelligence matter, 
but 
loy alty to a party , obedience to the dic­ 
tates of those who prefer to give some­ 
thing for nothing rather than to get a dol­ 
lar’s worth for a dollar paid, which means 
service and responsibility .

He painted 
no glowing picture of himself nor lied about 
his intentions. Of this, P lu ta rch says: 


“ He (Cato) added, too. that he saw all 
the re. t endeavouring after the office with 
ill intent, beca u se they were a f r a i d of 
those who would exercise it justly, as they 
ouj lit. And so truly great and so w orthy of 
great m en to be its leaders was, it would 
seem, the R om an people, that they did not 
tear the severity and grim countenance of 
Cato, but rejecting those smooth prom is­ 
ers who w ere ready to do all things to in­ 
gratiate them selves, they took him .”
